SPRINGFIELD, 111.—More than 
9.500.000 persons 
visited Ulinoi

Stale Parks and Memorials during 
1955, according to unofficial figures . 
released today by the Division of | 
Parks and Memorials of the De­ 
partm ent of Conservation. 
, 
That figure, which is 25O.000 over 
the total for 1954, includes esti­ 
mates for the month of December 
for which no official figures are 
yet available, and approximately 
I 
150.000 persons who visited five | 
departm ent lakes which were of­ 
ficially transferred to the Division 
of Parks on July I of this year 
William Allen of Peoria, super­ 
intendent of Parks and Memorials, 
; said that extremely hot weather 
during July and August, plus the 
early arrival of winter, undoubted­ 
ly kept the total from passing the 
IO million mark. 
“ Our figures do not include thou­ 
sands of fishermen and picknickers 
who used the five new parks be 
fore their transfer to the Division 
of Parks,’’ Allen added.

Palm er said that the departm ent 
is gratified by the interest in parks 
and memorials and that he be­

sands more Illinois citizens and 
visitors from out-of-state.
